Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1,4-9 and 12-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
(US Pat. No. 2,644,553) does not disclose combination structural elements of a panel 
edge joint that including a deformable element forming an outer covering of the male 
part whereby engagement of the male part with the female part forms a seal between 
the first panel and the second panel as set forth in the claims.
